Kaiser] Wiiiieim.Beported, to Be Eii' 
deavo^n'fir to BHngf A1)oat Bednced 
Military Expenditures.- 



TliG King of Denmark Says. leadinfi: 
rowers are Eager for a 
Period of Peace. 



London, March 2G. — The Paris oorros 
pondcnb ot tho Times, in reference to the 
recent utterances of Chancellor von Caprivi, 
which an annmed to indicate that Em 
peror WilHiKn ia endeavoring to bring about 
a reduction of the military expenditures of 
tho powers, says : " At a recent mooting 
of the Italian Qnanco commission, one of tho 
membore. Signer Capolli, declared that he 
had learned from an absolutely certain 
source tliat the Emperor William was 
pleased to aeo Italy reducing her army, and 
that Count Kalnoky, the Anstro-Hugarian 
prime minister, had advised King Humbert 
that tho Emperor Francis Joseph was also 
pleased because of tho leaaening of Italy's 
military e.'cpondituros." 

Tho correspondent further says that tho 
King of Denmark, in conversation with a 
Spanish gentleman a few days ago, said ; 
" The Czir, my son-in-law, whoso miation 
ia one of peace, is ciuito ready to co-oporato, 
and the Emporor Francis Joseph isc(iually 
disposed to do h'n utmost to bring about 
this end. I have not ventured to speak to 
tho Emporor William on this subject, bo- 
ause a young sovereign always dreams of 
winning new laurels, but I am euro that 
Kiug Hunibort ia willing to discuss tho 
queation of a rcduotion of military burdens, 
while your Quoen Regent of Spain has 
proved her desire for a long peace. I am 
sure, therefore, that Russia, Spain, Austria 
and even Italy are eager for an unbroken 
period of peace." Tho King added that he 
hoped to live long enough to see the 
European powers make Eomo changes in 
their military ostabliehmenta. 

A Berlin despatch to the limes says that 
the Germania Interpreta tho- Chancellor's 
words to mean that seyeral of the powers 
are willtBSito pattioipate looking to a gen- 
eral redaction of military expenditures, and 
that the Kaiser ia foremost among tho 
rulers who earnestly desire prolonged jieuco. 



THE " TIMKS " ON CANADA. 

llor Trade With Groat lirltuln Not Trivial as 
Stated by Goldwln Smith. 

London, March 26.— Tho sixth of tho 
series of letters in tho Times on Canada ap- 
peared yesterday. In an editorial tho Times 
says tho article afTords a most emphatic re- 
ply to ProfesBor Qoldwin Smith's assertion 
that Canadafa trade with Qreat Britain is 
trivial comt>ared with that with the United 
States.

Plearo Not In Canada. 

London, March 26,— Hon.|Herberl Gard- 
ner, president of the British Board of Agri- 
culture, has requested tbe Uanadian Gov- 
ernment, tlirough the Colonial bifioo, to 
give further and immediate aaanrauce in 
referenoe to the freedom of Canada from 
plearo-pneumonia.

St. Petersdcrq, Mirch 26 —M, Witte, 
the Russian minister of finance, eatimates 
that whilo tho conoeaeions niudo to Germany 
by Russia in tho now commercial treaty 
represent on aggregat^o cf 2,000,000 roubles, 
the oonceaaions of Germany to Russia will 
benefit tho export trade in Russian agri- 
culturol producta by G,12.'5 000 roubles. lu 
addition to this Russian goods to the valuo 
of 447 billion roubles will be allowed free 
passage into Germany, The oonoeaaion to 
the export of Russian petroleum is regarded 
as espeoially valuable.

NEWFOUNDLAND'S SEALERS. 

Tlio reopio on tho North Coast Ilcaplng a 
Bonntlful Harreat— The Beat in 
Porf^ Years. 

St. Joiin'h, Nfld., Maroh26.— The sealing 
steamer Hope, which orrived hero loaded on 
Saturday, reports that the catches of tho 
remainder of tho Heet are poor. Sovonteon 
steamers aro reported to bo on the sealing 
grounds, but none with paying farea. Three 
steamers have not been heard from. The 
prospect for the seal fishery for ateamorg is 
discouraging. While there ia a possibility of 
considerablo improvement, itis odmitted that 
it ia not thought likely to bo realized. 
Thongh the steamers have been unsuocesaful 
in this venture the people living on tho 
Northern Goaat are reaping a boutiful har- 
vest of seals. The steamera wer<9 all out- 
aide, but the inhabitants on the North 
Coast walked out on the ice and killed thou- 
sands of seals. Such good fortune has not 
been experienced in forty years. Tho seal 
fisheries on tho whole aro likely to bo much 
below the average, but itis hoped that they 
will bo better than last year, which was tho 
worst year on record. 

The ice was packed on ahoro on Saturday 
and a largo number of men and boys wore 
engoged capturing seals thereon. Suddenly 
a change of wind took tho ice to sea and 
many of the scalora were unable to get on 
shore. Steamers have gone to thoir retcuo. 
It is feared that nine from Flat Rook have 
perished. Two boys were found dead on 
the ice and their father beside them, nearly 
dead. Even if these people be resoned thoir 
sufferings will be great. 

FAST ATLANTIC SERVICE. 

Arrangements for BoUdlng of Hr. Huddarl's 
New Fleet. 

London, Maroh 20.— James Hnddart, 
manager and direotor of the Canadian-Aus- 
tralian steamship company, who la now here 
in connection with the fast Atlantic service, 

has engaged Mr. White, tho former mana- 
ger of the Fairfield shipbuilding company, of 
Glasgow, who supervised tho building of the 
fastest steamers afloat, tho Cunard liners 
Campania aud Lucania, to supervise tho 
building of the new fast Atlantic ateamcrs to 
run between Liverpool and Canada. Tho 
tonnage of these vessels will ba 10,300, and 
not 13,000 tons each, as first reported. Mr, 
Huddurt is hopeful of forming a company 
with a capital of £2,000,000 as soon aa the 
aubsidy bill has been passed by the Cana- 
dian Parliament.

Theophilns Davles in "Wiishiii^^ton Lobbying 
Against the rrovlsloual Ouveru- 
meut of ilawnil. 

Wasiiikoton, March 26 — Theophilua H. 
Davies, guardion of Prinoesa Kaiulani and 
one of the chief repreaentativea of royalty in 
Hawaii, reached Washington laat night, 
and spent the greater part of to-day trying 
to gain an audience with Secretary Gresham, 
who was so busy that ho was obliged to 
excuse himself. Mr. Davies says he is bore 
to find out what the U. S. proposes to do 
about Hawaii, and incidentally to speak a 
few words in behalf of the Qneen and against 
the Froviaional Government. He says a 
reign of terror exists in Hawaii, and that 
not even a small proportion of the peode 
favor annexation to the United States. He 
places no faith in the idea that the Pro- 
visional Government intends to establish a 
permanent Republican form of Government 
as that would give the oitizona a voioo whioh 
would result in overturning all tho annexa- 
tion associations. He thinks tho Provisional 
Government is at the mercy of its army of 
aliens and spies, while the people of tho 
country continuo to have faith that tho 
United States will yet give them justice, 
and that tlio Queen will yot ho restored, or 
hia waid, the Princess liaiulani, raised to 
tho throne.

Congressional Kccords Franked to Cniindnr- 
Tho Queen City's Municipal Kx- 
penaiture. 

ToKONTO, March 26 — (Special.)— Tho 
Toronto poat office authorities have released 
the Congressional records addressed to a 
Toronto man, which were seized a few days 
ago. Although tho U. S. frank is nob 
recognizod on this aide of the border the 
authorities decided, as an aot of concilia- 
tion, to let the records pass.

Political Bomdrs^TIie Cabinet to Be 
Overhanlea— Tolstoi on -NatiqniBl 
Morality. , 



Berltk, March 26.— Count von Caprlvi's 

speech at the dinner of tho Dintzic; Bourae, 
is tho chief topic among politicians. None 
of tho Uarlin editors have yet found a con- 
clusive interpretation of tiie CiMncellor's 
mysterious norda aa to a Coalition of the 
Nations of Europe. The United Press cor- 
respondent has obtained a statement 
of the subject from a hi/zh ofBoial in tho 
ohancollorio. This Gjcutloman said that the 
ohanosUor had referred to the hope of form- 
ing an international oastoms union, whose 
l)oandArIeg 'ahould biolnde the great and 
mill powers of tlie'ooncittent. 
;f Xhe Hin[irwaion 'that tiia Emperor or 
Ctprivi contemplates (ua international action 
'againat'th'e Anarabists or Sooialista ia a false 
one, which the Cbanoellor never intended to 
extend. That the Emperor or Caprivi has 
in mind any plan for a general disarmament 
and universal peace, an baa been maintained 
by several nowspapore, ia a palpable ab- 
surdity nnd must rotnain such aa long ati 
Germany ehuU have all its strength ready 
for an emergency at homo or abroad. 

The Kuropean ouatoms union, which the 
Cbanoellor thinks niuy come with tho next 
century, would involve a boycott against 
tho United States. This feature of the 
plan, however, is not regarded by tho official 
mind us EiC all roniarkablo. Not only men 
ia the depurtmento, but alco such discordant 
orguna aa the Germanic Froiaeiningo ace it 
and rcgurd tho boycott na quite w iUiin the 
posaiblo limits of tho Chiincellor'a views. 
hor journala have said that tho Uinpcror 
was convinced tho European States would 
bo forced, aoouor or later, to unite agniiiat 
American competition, which already 
threattni to overwhelm agricultural and in- 
duatritti enterprises on the Continent. 

Tho Post says that tho Emperor baa bo- 
come convinced of the necessity of placing 
the Prussian Premiership and the Imperial 
Chancellorship in one man's hands. NVhen 
Count Ciprivi resigned both offices in 1892 
the Emperor consented to their separation 
aa a means of patching up the Cabinet 
and averting further o jmplicationa. The 
change was to be only temporary, as Bis- 
marok has pointed out repeatedly. The 
separation haa been a failure, and baa re- 
sulted in discord without end. The runiora 
of a Cabinet crisis have been spread recently 
' so persistently as to disturb the whole Em- 
pire, They have annoyed the Emperor and 
Eeis determined to stop them. Just how the 
reunion of the offices is to be managed, the 
Post does not say. There isno expectation, 
however, that Count Botho Sen Eulenburg, 
the ProBsian Premier, will get the place for 
which he haa schemed almost two years. 
Eulenburg will not gain any now cabinet 
honor; ho will lose tho premiership to Cap- 
rivi, who will resume hia dual function, and 
may bo pushed out of official life altogether, 

A complete overhauling of the Prussian 
ministry immediately after the Emperor's 
return from Abbazia is now regarded aa in- 
e/itablo. Dcapito tbo semi oflioial protesta- 
tions, there can ba no doubt that nogotia- 
tiona for a con/erenco between the Emperor 
and thn Russian C/ar are in progreaa. 

Tho newspapers have quoted freely this 
wesk an interview between Count Loo. 
Tolstoi and a Bussiun journalist. Tolstoi 
had much to say concerning tho moral qual- 
ities of civilized peoples. Tho Americans 
he declared, were freer than all others from 
vicious tendencies, duo to their enormous 
national self conceit or self love, which 
would not tolerate such corruption aa ox- 
iated in France, whoro men in the highest 
position did not hesitate to commit any 
crime for money. Tolatoi nlao expreaaed 
the opinion that the Frenob, of all nations, 
hid tho least moral sense. 



JIAIL SERVICE WITH CANADA. 

The Government's Action In Socking to Extend 
tho Trade of Canada Endorsed 
In Britain. 

(Liverpool Journal of Commerce, March C.) 

It ia stated that Mr. Jamea Huddart will 
embark on the White Star liner Teutonic at 
New York to-morrow, and that ho bringa 
with him a coutrnct oigned on Friday last 
by the Dominion Government in Council, sub- 
ject to the sanction of Parliament, for the 
conveyance of mails between England and 
Canada by express Bteamahlp service. The 
period of the contract ia to be ten years, 
with the option of renewal. Mr. Haddart's 
intention ia to form a company with suffi- 
cient capital to provide for the building of 
four express steamsliip'", o »pable of steaming 
20 knoia at sea, with uinplo cold storugo for 
meat, ])ouUry, fruit, etc. The Dominion 
Governtneni'a Bubaidy in to bo £150,000 
Bierling per annum. Mi, Huddart intends 
to unite tho present Oun.dian and Austra- 
lian ateuirs'iip i ervico with tho propoted 
new Atlantic service, ao that the united oub- 
aidioa from Canada will amount to £!S5,000. 

It haa been decided to build at once a 
third stoumship for tho Australian route, 
and to form a through aorvice from Kugland 
to Australia, via Canada. The Dominion 
Government have shown every conlidenco in 
the project, and in Mr. Huddart'a ability to 
carry it out ; and will give all reasonable 
asaiatance to the proposed new company. 
The Canadian termini for the Atlantic eer- 
vlco will bo Quebec in summer ond Halifax 
in winter. The English terminal port ia 
not yet absolutely determined upon. The 
question will bo settled after a closo ex- 
amination of tho points where moat traffic 
would be likely to bo secured. It ia ex- 
pected that the British Government will 
snbiidise the new line, aa alao tho Govern- 
ment of the Australasian colonics, as this 
new Imperial route will be the awiftcat to 
Australia and New Zealand ; and tho maila 
would be carried entirely through British 
territory. The Dominion Governmont feel 
that a Faoifio cable, entirely under British 
control, will be absolutely essential to the 
EuccesB of the eteamahip projecli, and will do 
everything possible to eeoura its construo- 
tion. The Oovernment'a action In aeeking 
to extend the trade of Canada and to enlarge 
the niiinns of communication v.'ith tho 
mother country and the sister coloniea ia 
warmly endoraed by the press.

At a meeting held in Union hall, Vancou- 
ver, on Friday evening, the following plat- 
form was adopted as ' the' Uiitiatlve step 
towards the formation of 'a""new poiitloal 

party in that city : 

Wbereaa, we recognize that life is more 
saored than property, legislation in the in- 
tereat of the workers is a just demand ; we 
diabelieve'th'e cry of over-production while 
men and women are auflering for want of 
tho neceaaariea of life, or that the present 
conditiona provide for a fair distribution of 
wealth when auoh widespread poverty 
ex'ata ; knowing that all wealth is produced 
from natural resources, we believe it ia im- 
perative that labor should have free access 
to them ; as tho present system of legiala- 
tiou aeeniR to make it easier for tho average 
legislator to make laws for tho bonetib of 
some particular claaa, wo deem tho adoption 
of tho initiative and referendum a present 
and preaaicg necessity ; we bcliovo that 
hgislatiou ou these linea hua been retarded 
by tho general lack of interest, orgauizition 
and unity among the masses in aaaerting 
their riglits ; wo boliovo that logiahtiou on 
the lines of the subjoined platform would 
tend to solve the unemployed problem and 
at the same time maintain the equilibrium 
of every olaaa in the community ; deeming 
it a privilege to become united in a common 
caiiae we adopt the folioidng 

PI.ATFORH. 

1. We demand for the prodnoera and 
wage earnera the full product of their labor. 

2. That population ba the only basis of 
logialativo representation. 

3. That all obatacles to free representa- 
tion be removed, and no property or finan- 
cial qualification whatever be required of 
candidates for any election. 

4. That all members of the Icgialaturo bo 
compelled to reaigu their eeata at tho re- 
quest of a two-thirda majufity of their con- 
slituents. 

5. That all citiz;na, irreapeotivo of aex, 
over tho age of 21 years, be enfranohisod, 
and that no other qualification be rrqaired 
for any election, munioipal, provincial or 

federal. 

G. That all election days be declared legal 
holidays. 

7. That tho legialativo ayatem known as 
tho initiative and referendum bo adopted. 

8 That tho poll tax and personal prop- 
erty tax bo abolished, and that all revenue 
for public purposes bo derived by a tax on 
land values. 

9 That the Provincial Government pro- 
vide immediate relief for tho unemployed 
by opening up and operating coal and other 
mines, and by clearing, cultivating and pro- 
ducing from the Provincial lands many of 
tho neceBSurios of life now imported. 

10. That no subsidy of land or money bo 
granted to any individual, company, or cor- 
poration for any purpose whatever. 

11. That all railwaya, waterwoya, tele- 
graphs and telephone systems be made 
national property, and that all water, light 
and tramway services be controlled by 
muQioipalttiee, and that no existing fran- 
chise be renewed. 

12 That all backs be nationalized, and 
that the Qovernntent issue and control the 
medium of exchange. 

13 That all education, elementary and 
advanced, with necessary books, bo free. 

14 That eight hours shall conatituto a 
legal work day. 

J 5. That all contract system on public 
worka be abolished. 

10 That the importation of labor under 
contract be abolished. 

At a meeting to bo hold next week the 
organizition will be coi atituted, ofSoeia 
elected and the asaociatioii started in life.

A GABBLER AND FALSW AOOUSER. 

It might be thought that, in otir attempt 
to shonr that British Columbia has very 
strong olalms on the consideration of the 
Dominion Government, we have reason to 

expect the sympathy and the aasiatanco of 
our contemporaries in this Province without 
diatinotion of party. What we asked for 
was justice to liritiah Columbia — nob to any 
party or clique in it, bnt to the whole Pro- 
vince. If the position we take is tenable, 
then it is clearly the duty of every news- 
paper in the Province, and every man who 
deaircB to sec it prosper, to lenri ua a help- 
ing hand. Tho man or the newspaper who, 
without showing that any fact wo have 
stated is wrong, or any calculation wo have 
made is inoorreot, weald not only declare 
an argument fallaoions, but would misrepre- 
Bont in the moat glaring manner tho lan- 
guage we used, ia not only dishonest, but an 
enemy of tho Province. This the News- 
Advertiser has doDO. In our article of 
Thursday last we maintained that if the 
oircnmstanoes of the other provinces were 
like those of British Columbia : 

'■ The Government would nob require the 
revenue which it would then collect, and 
the people of the whole Dominion would not 
dream of submitting to the burden of taxa- 
tion which the inhabitants of this Province 
are compelled to bear. They eomplain bit- 
terly aa it' is J if it were five times aa great 
they wonid rebel." 

The Newa-Advertiaer moat abaurdly con- 
strues this simple statement of what our 
readers see ia a moro truism, into uu incite- 
ment to rebellion. Any one who ia 
not a fool ia quite certain that the people of 
this Dominion would not, under almost any 
conceivable cironmatances, submit to a taxa- 
tion five timea aa great aa that which they 
have now to bear. The taxation, such aa 
British Columbia pays, of fifteen dollars a 
head, is far more than any Government 
v/ould dream of attempting to impose. A 
taxation of fifteen dollars a head would givo 
the Dominion Government a revenue from 
ooBtoms and exciae alone of $72,488,580, 
nearly throe timea as much as the revenue 
now collected from those two sources. 

But the Newa-Advertiaer does not reason 
about the matter. It does not state facts or 
quote figures. It, to make out its ridicul 
ona case, garblea and misrepreaenta. Pre- 
tending to quote from our article, and 
wholly ignoring the context, it states ; 

•* They (the people of Britiah Columbia) 
complain bitterly as it ia ; if it were five 
timoa aa great they would rebel." It 
would be an insult to the intelligence of 
any person of ordinary oooimoti sense to 
aak him what the pronoun " they " stands 
for in the passage. It is so plainly " the 
people of the whole Dominion " that tho 
editor of the Advertiacr must have con- 
sidered any person who had read tho 
CoIiONISt's article little better than an 
idiot who would be deoeived by bb garbled 
paasage. Garbling of the sort o<immittcd 
by the editor of the News-Adverliaor is, 
from a moral point of view, no better than 
forging. It is barefaced and too 

stupid to do harm, and, if it were 
not to expose tho impudent dishonesty of 
the editor of. the Newa-Advertiaer, we would 
not notice the abancd aoeuaation which haa 
DO other foundation than a forced conatrno. 
rtion of his own garbled: paassge. 
. ,1 The NewS'Adyertiserpretendato hold the 



Premier responsible for the article which he 
garbled. This is another of its dishonest 
tricks. The Premier had no more to do 
with that article than the editor of tho 
Newa-Advertiger himaeU,:^_Xhe,:.: editor of 
the CoiANlST and no one iaiae,' in the Gov- 
ernment or out of it, ia responsible (or the 
Coi:X}NIST'S oditoriala. 



INDIGyANT ENGLISHMEN. 

Those in Great Britain who have rolativea 
in East Africa are indignant at tho attitude 
assumed and the language uaed by Mr, 
Labouohere with reapeot to the Matabele 
war. ifajdr-Qeneral B. G. Money, whoae 
son was one of the volunteers that fell in 
the war, wrote the following letter to the 
Times : . 

Mr. Lsboudiere having through your 
oolumna oharcied alike the living and the 
dead who lately fought in Matabeleland for 
the honor of their country and the protec- 
tion of tbe'Maahonaa who worked for them, 
with being " murderers" and "marauders," 
will yon iUlow me the satiafaotion, as the 
father of one of Wilson and Burrow's 
gallant little party, to charge Mr. Labou- 
chcre with moat oowarly lies ? I can answer 
for my own «on that a truer, braver and 
more honorable boy never lived, and to uae 
saoh terms to him as Mr. Labouchere uses is 
to lie. And many must be the fathers of those 
accused who are ready to say the same. I 
need write no more. The public cannot, I 
think, agree with Mr, Labouohere ; and he 
has not yet hoard the laat of his cowardly 
attack. He has raised auch a atorni over 
hia head tliat ho will, doubtless, ore it is 
paaacd, wish that he possessed one-millionth 
part of tho bravery and honor of those he 
haa BO falsely accused. 

All riglit-minded persons must sympathize 
with the indignation of tho sorrowing 
father. Bat Mr. Labouohere appears in- 
dilTerent to tho pain he infliots when he 
denounces the bravo men who withstood 
Lobongiila'fl liordo of murderers and pro- 
teoted the helpless people of Muehonaland 
from oppression in its most lawlcaa .md moat 
cruel form, as " murderers " and 
" maraaders." It was to free a harmless 
and defenceleaa people from tho yoke 
of men who were both the ono and 
tho other, that young Money and many 
other bravo and humane men risked their 
lives. It is not difficult to understand how 
the relatives and friends of those who lost 
their Uvea in that war feel towards the 
man who deliberately and publloly de- 
nounced .those who fought Lobengula and 
his impis as murderers. 

It haa, wo see, been proved that tho in- 
cidents of tho Matabele war which were 
deaoribed by Mr. Labouohere as acta of 
treaohery and cold-blooded murder, were 
done by soldiers in the performance of 
their doty, and strictly in accordance with 
the usages of war. The investigation that 
wsa inatituted to discover tho cause of the 
shooting of two indunas who were said to be 
ambaaaadora, and two native post ruuners, 
reanlted in fiodiog out that the indunas 
wh'u queationed did not let it be known 
what errand they were on ; they pre 
duced no credentials, nor showed by 
word or sign that they were charged 
with a message from Lobengula to 
the High Commiasioner. The men were 
placed in charge of aoldiers foraafe keeping, 
and told diatinotly that they bad nothing 
to fear as long aa they made no attempt to 
escape. They did try to escipe, and were 
fired upon and killed. Earl Ripon, in hia 
despatch to Sir Henry Looh, says: "Apart 
from any question of aelf-defence they (the 
troopers on guard) would be wanting in 
their duty had they failed to carry out the 
express orders given to them to prevent the 
oBcapo of the men entrusted to their care." 
The poat-runnera were detained by tho 
order of Colonel Gould-Adamp, and no harm 
would have come to them had they not, 
after having, received warning, attempted 
to eaoape. Earl Ripon having read the re- 
port of tho investigators, and tho evidence 
that accompanied it, concurred in the con- 
cluaion arrived at by Major Sawyer and Sir 
Henry Loch, that no blame attached to tho 
ollioers and the men of the Beohuanaland 
police. Bat Mr. Labouohere, who did not 
investigate, and who knew nothing what- 
ever of tho circumatancea connected with 
the ahooting of tho Matabele indunas and 
pont-runners, found the troopers and their 
oliicers fjuilty of treachery and murder. 



THE NEW DIPLOMAGY. 



Lord Dufforin lately mado a opeeoh at tho 
annual banquet of tho Britiah Chamber of 
Commerce in Paria which has been tho sub- 
ject of much comment. Although his lord- 
ship ia an able and an experienced diplo- 
matiat, and although it is generally conaid- 
ercd that diplomata beliovo that lurguago 
was given to men to conceal thoir thoughts, 
his epeecli on that oceaaion, having for its 
subject the relations between Groat Britain 
and France and between Great Britain and 
Kueaia, did not contain one ambiguoua sen- 
tence or a single myaterioua suggestion. It 
waa aa open, aa frank, and apparently aa 
unreserved aa tho talk of an intelligent/ and 
well-informed observer who ia not tram- 
melled by tho restriotiona and the 
responsibilitiea of office oonld bo 
Tho apeeoh beara evidence of being 
the sincere expression of the honest 
opinions of tho speaker and the conclusions 
at whioh ho had arrived. Anything leas 
diplomatic, in the ordinary sonso of tho 
term, than Lord Dufferin'a speech can hardly 
be imagined. 

Lord DuiTerin tried to convince hia hear- 
ers that there is every proapect that rhe 
peace which now reigns in Europe will con- 
tinue. Viewing tho map of Europe ho can- 
not " discern a uinglo nation to whom it 
would be advantagcoua to draw upon itself 
and its neighbors the risks and oalaniitics of 
war," He cannot see that there la any pro- 
bability that tho relations between Prance 
and England, and Russia and England, are 
likely to bo less friendly than they aro at 
this moment. Speaking of the diaputea that 
have arieea between France and Eugland iu 
Africa and Asia, he said : 
. Bui what are - these paltry squabblca and 
lodai'dlsputes in comparison with the great 



atream of tendency of two auoh glorloua 
nations, who, from tho diwn of history, 
have together held aloft the standards of 
civilization and progress in every line and 
walk of human enterprise. They are but as 
tho ripples and angry splaahinga whioh mark 
the occasional sands and shallows of a mighty 
river whioh glides in ita main channel with 
unrulUcd majesty along its appointed way. 
For nearly a century uninterrupted peace 
has prevailed betiveen Franco and England, 
and during that period I can truly say Eng- 
land has learned to know and to admire 
Franco better than ever she did before. * * 

* If then in the presence of such fateful 
and providential tendencioa aa these 
whioh bring us together, quarrels and bad 
blood should ariao between tho two nations 
over a few acres of African swamp or a 
clump of thatched villages in the tropics, 
whioh your diplomatiata cannot assaugo and 
solve, the sooner you or Franco submitted 
them to the diaoipline I reocmmonded on a 
former oooaaton the better. 

Lord Du£Ferin has a good word to say for 
the Emperor of Ruaaia. He aaid : " I 
obaerve that many publiciata are of opinion 
that it is upon tho fiat of the Emperor of 
Ruaaia that tho contingency of peace or war 
depends. If this ia the case I should think 
Europe ia in safe bands, far every day ia 
producing fresh evidence of hia Imperial 
Majtsly'a wiadom, moderation ond peaceful 
intentiona." 

Lord Duflorin'a eatimate of the Emperor 
of Russia's charaeter and intentions is very 
difToront from that made by ordinary writers 
on public afiaire. There is thia difTereuco 
between him and them. He knowa a good 
deal about tho Emperor of Ruaaia from per- 
sonal intercourse and observation; they know 
very little about him except what they hoar 
from peraona who, most likely, know quite 
as little about the Emperor's real character 
aa they do themaelyea. 

Lord Dutferln'a apeoch waa well reoeivcd 
by tho press of Paris. Il is noticed in tho 
moat flattering manner by many of the 
newspapers who interpret it to mean 
"something more than tho civilities dic- 
tated by the occasion and by offioial poei 
tion." 



BRITISH BY-ELEOTIONS. 

A by-election comas off to-day at Hawick, 
whioh is the first of six that are expected to 
show pretty clearly how the people of Eng- 
land and Ireland feel towards the now 
ministry. Two of the vacant aeata are Eng- 
liah, three Scotch and ono Welsh. Five 
have been held by Liberals. The Tory aeat 
was carried at tho general election by a 
majority of 1,600. The Liberals say that 
they have some hope of gaining it, but it is 
far more likely that they will lose one or 
moro of the seats that were filled by men of 
their own party, than capture one from 
their opponents, They hope because thoir 
leader ia a Scotchman and very popular iu 
hia own country that their majoritiea in the 
north will be inoreaaed. 

Mr. Brand, tho candidate for tho ono 
Eoglish Liberal seat, has a beautiful young 
wife who is electioneering iu what ia con 
tidered a very effeotivo way. She goea 
round from pariah to parish with a parlor 
organ, playing and singing for the eleotora 
It is believed that, rough and uncultivated 
as they may be, they cannot withatand the 
double charm of beauty and muaio. 

Theao by oleotions are regarded with 
great intereat by tho politicians of tho 
nation. It ia believed that their results 
will indicate very correotly tho direction of 
tho tide of public opinion,. and that when 
they are over it will eoon be known whether 
or not there is to be a general election in 
the near future.

Tho atoerago pasaoagors oon- 
eiated of C5 Jape, landed hero for Victoria 
and Vancouver, and CO Chineae, of whom 51 
left tho veaaol at thia port, tho remaining 15 
going on to Tacoma. Tho voasel will pro- 
ceed to' tho latter city this morning upon 
completing tho diacharge of her Victoria 
freight. 

THE ARCHER. 

Bsports that the crew of the unfortunata 
bark Aroher bad been picked up at sea uud 
landed at San Francisco, were in general 
circulation yesterday, but uufortuuately 
proved to bo mere invention. Thoy were 
traced to the boy who deaerted the bark 
when she waa in port here, and who it ap- 
pears came in from Sooko ycaterday and told 
n circumatantial story of how his ship mates 
had been picked up hy a pussiug steamer 
and taken to Sun Francisco. Michael 
Lynch, who was discharged from tho 
Archer on account of eiokneaa when 
she was here, and who is now 
employed on the steamer Coquitlam, 
yesterday furnished the Colonist with 
tho names of all those on board. The list is 
as follows ; Muster, Capt. John Dawson, 
fnrat, mate Matson ; second mate, Wansell ;

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HIGH SCHOOL BOTANICAL CLUB. 

A Dajr's'Pnt^s: On and About Monnt Tolmle— 
B'TOlta "of the Escurslou— Named 
Specimens. 

(Written for the Colonist.* 
The mombora of the High School Botany 
club to the number of forty met on Satur- 
day, at 8 o'clock in the morninf;, at the 
High Bchool. It was un early hour, but we 
were anthuaiaatic. Not warm beda, late 
breakfaats, nor retrospective viaiona of hot- 
croaa-buna could keep us from our oppoiot- 
ment. The president had already awakened 
in us the apirit of research and a keen de- 
sire for more knowledge by giving to the 
pretty little purple crocaB, our first spring 
wild flower, the imposing name of Sityriii- 
chiuDi tjrandijlorum, It sounded proniiaing. 
We wanted to know how the botanical god- 
fathers and godmothers of the but 
teroupa, the daiaies and the dandelions had 
dealt with their children. Like Oliver Twiat 
we " asked for more." As the mombora of 
the club in ones and twoa and family groupa 
gathered at the rendezvous it was amuaing 
to note the varied proviaion made for carry- 
ing "apeoimens." Tho president carried 
the orthodox tin box and a pocketful of 
labela. Two others, scarcely lesa ambitious, 
proudly bore between them a tourist's valiao. 
Small boys carried school baga on their 
backs, while the girls had baskets and bis- 
cuit boxes, the gem of the oolleotion being a 
modest little tin box labelled "Athlete 
SmokinR Mixture." OH we started up Yates 
street and Cadboro Bay road to the Jubileo 
hospital and thenoe along the Biohmond 
road to Mount Tolmie. lb was a grand 
morning for a walk and every one was in 
Kood humor. We reached Mount Tolmio 
and made the ascent without adventure : 

On this oiiiiiienco nwhlle 
Rest wu fioin our vicorous toll : 
Forth our oyca, iiunu'a scouts that bo. 
Cull treah food for tnntnsy ! 
Like araup, bonoftth tlioso ekiea 
Fair ilie buinmor landscapo Uea— 
Sea. and sand, and brook, and tree. 
Meadow broad and sheltered lea. 
Shade and sunshine Intormorriod, 
All delloloualy varlod. 

Climbing the wooden lookout it wus in- 
deed a glorious sight that mot our eyes, To 
the east rose Mount Baker, with just a glint 
of sunahine on its head. Tho soa was an 
unbroken sheet of blue, save where the sun 
lit up tho white soil of a canoe here and 
there among tho islands. To the south the 
Olympians formed pure, gleaming white 
pillars between tho blue above and the blue 
below. From our feot stretched away to 
tho north and west the nowly ploughed 
fieldrj of the Cedar Hill farmers, and be- 
yond, between us and the sea, the smoke 
from hundreds of chimneya told thot tho 
town was waking up to its work-a-day buy- 
ing and sol ing. So wo, too, set to work. 
We gatliercd all the flowers wo could lind, 
but (it is early in the seoson yet) there were 
not many, about a dozen varieties in all. 
But we did not confine ourselves to botani- 
cal specimens. Members of the geology 
class weighed thomaolves down with rooks, 
ond tho boys, who preferred living things, 
investigated with much interest frogs, 
snakes and ant hills. Wo sunned ourselves 
on the rooks, we made plans for the future, 
we played ball and wo told ghost stories, 
and unanimously wo decided to go for many 
another long tramp in the country. Tho 
botanical specimens for which wo found 
names are : 

Sisyrinchium gratidi riorum, ranunculiu, 
tarcucacum, dens-leonis, caryophylleih, urn- 
belliferoi, bellia perennia and stellaria media, 
A. D. C. 



THE HOIBBES. 



To THE Editor : — I look back some forty 
years or more, and I see about eight 
hundred aborigines living on the Indian ro- 
aerve, Adams and Evea, with a Biniple cov- 
ering of i\ three.point blanket instead of fig 
leaves, because figs did not grow there. 
These people, perhaps, may be looked on by 
some as specimens of original, or, rather, ab- 
original sin. 

I next see a Hudson Ray Co.'s picketed 
eatablishment, with Chief Factor Douglaa 
at the head. Chief Trader Finlayson second 
in command, and other subordinate offiaera, 
of whom only two remain, the ohapUiu, 
Rev. Mr. Staines, a clergyman of tho 
Church of Eeglaud, who, when on a politi- 
cal mission to England, was lost owing to 
tho wreck of tho vessel he was travelling in. 

I sec, as it wore, the Muirs and Captain 
Grant with their servants and belongings, 
all Scotsmen landing, and soon como into 
view eighty men ond women, chitfly Eog- 
lisli, from Kent or Staffordshire, brought by 
Mr. Nornian Morrison. Following these, u 
year or so after, oomo into view the Lang- 
fords, Skinners, MoKenziea and some hun- 
dred more people, their servants and belong- 
ings. McKeozIes, Skinners and Langforda 
were ladies and gentlemen, in the old ao- 
peptation of the term— people of culture, 
learned and intelligent. Their eorvants, 
too, were adults, all skilled people with in- 
telligence, customs a^d manners brought 
from tho parent ooaijtaDjr* Saoh were the 
original cottiers of Vancouver Island— a 
people of high grade as well in morals, cul- 
ture and religion generally speaking, but of 
course were men and women — human boinga. 

Tlioy belonged to various religious ays- 
temp, but wore chitlly of true blue Presby- 
terian and Church of England, with a 
sprinkling of Lutherans. Such were tho 
people who first settled Vancouver Island, 
braved the dangers from tho Indians, 
brought them into subjection and Uid the 
foundations of tho province, rendering it 
habitable and safe for others to follow. 
Undoubtedly, they wore surrounded by 
dangers, and had some troublous times 
with tho aborigines, who, however, were 
not, for tho moat part, very unfriendly. 
They believed tho white man to bo advan- 
tageous to them, and so, indeed, he was, 
for soon the natives beoamo tho houaohold 
servants of the " original " aottlers, who 
more or less civilizod them, taught them 
how to till the land and other useful arts. 

The " BailifTs " now established and 
stocked large farms at Esquimalt and Lang- 
ford Plains, and ot Craigflower McKenzio 
ereoted a sawmill, a bakery and a brick- 
making apparatus, of which only the ruins 
now remam. Farms existed, too, at Up- 
lands, North Bay and Pembertons ; a 
dairy also existed near wbere 
Bishop Ferrin's iron palace now stands. 
Tho second chaplain, viz., the Rev. Edward 
Cridge, now appears on the scene ; but be- 
fore bis term Rev, and Mrs, Staines had a 
most excellent boarding and day school, 
equal to any of the present day, where the 
children of tho H. B. offioers and others 
wore educated. 

I SCO now tho " church," the pcopio, tho 
building, tho niessroom. This room, a 
largo one, served all purposes, as well for 
tho nourishment of the body as the soul — 
amusemen s into the bargain, but every- 
thing in order — for discipline in tho Hud- 
son's Hay (Company, and under Mr. Douglas, 
V'aa neoesoarily atriot. BToryono at this 
time lived with loaded firearms or other de- 
fences in his house or room. However, in 
thia lai'gc hall divino aervice waa hold on 
Sundays, and pcopio of all denomina- 
tions ottended to worship tho power 
that governs tho universe, and i3 
above all denominationa or ruligious sys- 
tems. No one asked, no one cared to what 
persuasion his neighbor belonged. In slck- 
nesi and distress they assisted eaoh other — 



want was unknown, and as all lived in a 
common danger so all were united. Of 
course as these were human beings, so in 
various matters they disi greed, as villagers, 
townspeople tind citizens did then, do now, 
and will ever do. In those days, too, those 
at Ejquimalt often attended divine service 
ouH. M. ships, at Esquimalt, where they 
were made supremely welcome. 

After a yoa"r or two I aee a village ohuroh 
erected, where what is termed Christ 
church uow stands. In thib village church 
all denominationa assembled, and Rev. E. 
Cridge had charge; a house, too, having been 
built fer him on Humboldt street, which 
still remains. 

Now oomes on the scene tho Roman Catho- 
lic porsuasion and system, for there ".vera 
several Roman Catholics, chiefly from Que- 
bec, in the Hudson's Biy Co.'s strvice. Of 
ooureo this was a disturbing element, but it 
did not amount to muoh, aave that Mr 
Cridge considered it a very dangeroua 
enemy — a ceremonial veraua a simple cvan- 
golical system of religion. However, thia 
troubled the villagers but little. Everyone 
had a very great respect for Mr. Cridge— he 
loved his neighbor as himself, 

During all this time people had scarcely 
locks or bars to their doors. Knockers and bells 
were conspicuous by their absence. Good 
order prevailed generally. As among them- 
selves there was general honeaty and neigh- 
bors were trusted. They had but lit^tle to 
lose save weapons and tobacco. True it is, 
tiicro was oven at this time a very 
disturbing oloniont, viz , tho gold fields 
of California, The gold fever prevailed 
more or less and gave muoh trouble, because 
most of the people, as I have before shown, 
were engaged servants— these wished to 
break their eni;agementB and get somehow 
or other to Califernia. Of ooureo the in- 
habitants were human beings — truly of the 
better sort — but still liku village life every 
where, people held different political as well 
as other opinions. These did no harm, but 
made thiogs more lively, and were a devia- 
tion from the otherwise very dull routine. 
No one wishes to claim that they were 
angels, but truly they wore a superior 
pcopio, and their example exerted then, 
still has an it ftaer.ce. From those tho logis- 
laturo, magistrates and othtr oUicials were 
chosen, who a !suredly were not inferior to 
those of tc-duy. 

These rciiiiuiaconcca of early pioneer lifo 
will, I hope, bo of interest to some of tho 
later arrivals, and will servo to remind some 
of the early settlors whose number is now 
becoming ao rapidly reduced of the good 
old times that are passed. I. S, H.

There was a division of opinion aa to the 
admission of reporters to tho eonforenco 
held last night ^between tho City Council, 
the Jubilee HoBpital board and the medkal 
profession, but iinally it was decided that 
the fullest publicity should be given to tho 
proccediDgB. 

Tho Mayor opened tho meeting by men- 
tioning the reasons for tho eonforenco, stat- 
ing that the Council aro all eager to see the 
hospital on a proper footing and it was 
thought advisable to dlsonss the question 
with the dootors and hospital board with a 
view to getting at some understanding be> 
fore attempting to put any by-law before 
the people in aid of the hoBpital; 

Joshuik Ddkvies wanted to know on start- 
ing out if the other members of the city's 
sub-committee were ready to accept the ro- 
spouBihilicy of tho report signed by Aid. 
Keiih- Wilson. 

Aid. Huiiiphroya did not think the meet- 
iiii: was to disauaa the report. 

hi. in. Di-. Uehneken thought tho question 
uiig'it 1)0 Hfked, where were the facta in tho 
lopuri? Di-aling with that report ho pro- 
ceoil(-<t to (liaclaini any j-ulou.iy on tho part 
o: tlic .Inljdiio Jios-pital in regard to St. 
Jii-(C|)h'd hospital. Ill fact he could not see 
why tiie (iiieaiion os tci whether patients 
BhouI<l go to one huapital or the other had 
uonie up lit all. Tho proposition that tho 
poor pulieuin aliould bo supported by the 
pay patien:a ia an inipoEsibility, for 
pay p.itieuts should not pay any 
more than their legitimate cvponsea 
As a matter of explanation he remarked 
that he has nothing to do with tho manage- 
ment of tho Jubilee hospital, though ha hud 
been aoouaed of running it. True, he is tho 
senior physician, but that is merely an 
honorary position. Turning to the hospital 
debt ho had come to the conclusion that tho 
city should take up the S.'>3,000 now owed 
Aa to the city being represented on tho 
board, tho Government would, he was sure, 
bo willing to have tho act amended to suit 
whatever arrangement what might be agreed 
to k'**^ could be done this session if the 
agreoment t Wa^o promptly. He was very 
sure thot it a heC board of management 
were constituted, having the city 
tho Govornment ond the subaoribers 
repreeeated, the present mnnftgement 
would bo quite content to ciVO th?ni their 
seals. Thia matter should, liowover, be left 
to tho incomiog board, bccauao tho present 
board aro powerlesa owing to tho act. 
The best solution of tho diflioulty, ho 
thought, would bo for tho hospital to paaa 
into the hands of the citj', tho Govcrnnienl 
and the people, and he saw tho poaaibility 
of a grand future when a regular scientilic 
university should bo cstabliahed on llie 
Jubilee liospital ytuunda. 

His Worship asked could not tho medioil 
profession attend tho annual meeting of the 
hospital and vote for tho men they wanted 
to represent them on the board. 

Hon. Dr. Helmaken remarked that if tho 
medical profession had any compkinta or 
suggestions to make, they could always bo 
heard at the meeting? of tho board, which 
take place every two weeks. 

Alex. Wilson said ho would give tho 
Mayor an answer to his question. Ever 
since the hospital had been erected it had to 
contend with the hostility of the medical 
profession, with the exception of two or 
three. It was no use mincing matters. 
There were men present to-nighl who were 
actuated by professional j^i^ousy against 
the medical men at the head of the hospital. 
A short timo ago ut the meeting with the 
city's committee to disoues the hospital, 
thero were charges made against tho siz-^ ol 
tho boai'd, tho manugoment and 
iho nursing school. Tiieae aamo doo- 
toia who had made the charges were 
men who wore '■^•^•^insed to bo liberal, 
but he would toll thein face to lace that they 
would if they could, tear it to pieces to 
gratify professional jo'ilcuay. Now, a per- 
tinent question waa that asked by Mr. 
Davi'jg, did the other members of tho onm- 
tnitteo concur in Aid. Wilson's report .' It 
ia not fair to compare the Jubilee with St. 
Joseph's hospital— they are altogether dif- 
ferent. One had a paid nursing staff, the 
other an unpaid one* He went on to make 
other comparisons, holding that the oases 
are not parallel. The information furnished 
by tho medical men to Aid. Wilaon was for 
the purpose of killing tho by-law. Tho ap 
peal by tho hoapilal to the people if 
an honest ono. It is simply ask 
ing tho citizens to p^y for what 
has boon expended on their eicU poor. It is 
bad tuato in the midical men to threaten the 
hospital in a covert wuy, consideriug the 
good that the inetitulion is doing. Look at 
tho nurses now that aro being aent out every 
year by tho hospital— they aro tho right 
hand of the doctors in their work. Yet tho 
doctors aro against tho hospital, j ust because 
they have not been able to run it to auit 
thomsclves. 

Dr. Leitoh said he knew that the doclors 
have no jealousy against tho hoapital and 
Mr, Wilson had made cliargea he could not 
Bubstantiato. All tho doctors asked waa 
that the institution be run on modern prin- 
ciples in regard to medical attondunco and 
tho medical men merely wanted to sl^nd in 
such relation to it as not to injure their busi 
ness. They send their patients to St. Joseph's 
simply because they consider they are acting 
belter to themselves than if they sent to the 
Jubilee under its present management. One 
physician should have as much fair play as 
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another. In St, Joseph's they oan attend 
patients whether pay or free, whom they 
send there. At the Jubilee they can only 
attend pay patients. 

W. M. Cbudley, in defeodicg the hospi- 
tal, lield that the board had nothing to do 
with tho diapnto between the medicAl men. 
He denied that the hospital has been run by 
two or three men. 

Dr. E. Hall hold that tho only way to 
ploco the hospital in sympathy with tho 
people is to give iho medical profession 



proper recognition. Tho medioal men havn 
agreed tliat tho following conrtitiona should 
b3 made, in spirit, if the proposed grant ia 
to be made to tho hotpital : 

1. The City Council shall have the ap- 
pointment uf>.;direotoraia -la ' proportion to 
the amount of <m6hey^ior whioh they become 
responsiblQ. 

Tho dircotoralo shall selectfiom omong 
tho aotivB practitioners (j[ tho ci'y twelve 
visitors, wlionli;ill 1)0 the visiting ati ll'. 

3. 'L'ho visitiof^ htair tihaU bj cliiaaitisd as 
visiting phyait^iaurt and visiting surgeona, 
and one of each class shall attend the public 
V. •,riis daily. 

■t. Tho vibitii'g slidT shall serve in rotation 
the term C'f service homg months. 

5. The bo:ird of directors ahull, at each 
annml iiieotini;, select from tho visiting 
staff two who shall bo tho consulting staff. 

6. No major surgical operation shall bo 
performed without tho consent of tho major- 
ity of the consulting stulf acting with tho 
surgeon in charge. 

7. Inasmuch as all medical men in this 
city ore general prootitionors there shall bo 
no uppointmentB in special departments. 

8. The directors room in hoapital ahall bo 
at the eervic? of any medical society that is 
or may be formed in this city, for the pur- 
pose of holding their mestings. 

9. No major sgrgioal operation shall bo 
performed without notification of tho com- 
plete staff, and of other practising physicians 
who may request such notification. 

Geo. iiyirnea thought that the committee 
of tho Council who bad made the allegations 
against the hospital management should got 
up and substantiate their oharges. 

Aid. Styles did not think the mooting 
was called for that purpose, but to meet tho 
medical profesaiuu of tho city to get their 
opinions in regard to the proposed by-law 
Tho Jubilee hospital had 'oroken fnith with 
tho Council's commitleo by not mooting 
them as ogreod to and by ignoring them 
altogether. 

Joshua DavicB, in onawer, said that Aid. 
Wilson had undertaken to draw his own 
conclusions without giving the Board a 
chance to meet the charges, and thus 
had incensed them so thot they 
had refused to moot tho committee, 
lo regard to tho hospital, thero was not the 
room nor appliances for a medical college. 
They had been asked lo put all the modern 
appliances for medical men in the liospital 
fur less than §100.000, which ia impossible, 
judging by other hospitals. Aa to support, 
tho oily of Victoria has done very little for 
the hoapital. For tbfl time it has been run, 
there was DO hospital on the continent that 
can show a better result than the Royal 
Jubilee. 

Aid. Dvvyor wanted to help tho hospital, 
but thought that some more information 
must be given in regard to it, or tho by-law 
will be defeated. 

Aid. K-jith Wilson held that tho aub.com- 
mitteo of tho Council got no facta from tho 
Hospital Board at the meeting with them, 
but gave facts instead, and were compli- 
meniod before the meeting broke up for the 
facta c!\YO. The oommlttee had aper- 
fect ri'iht to go out'ide to find information 
in regard to their invealigit'on. As to the 
tigur'ea the eommitteo gave for a bnildlng for 
ity hoi-pital, thoy wore correct. He 
wished to aro the by-law passed, but they 
had to placo faota boforo tho pnblio. The 
Board he conaidered ia too unwieldy, and it 
ahou'id to diy have tho institution ncarfci- 
to a paying baai-i llian il ia. Tlio Board had 
insulted the committee by refusing to 
meat it, and then ho bad drawn up 
the report presented to council. Tlie timo 
for giving public money without getting 
something for it is past. If tho by law 
had been put before the people without 
discussion it would have been defeated. If 
the city cannot deal with the Jubilee 
hospital the city will have to build ono of 
its own. 

Dr. Riohordeon said it ia entirely wrong 
to comp»ro tho Jubilee aud.St. Joseph's hos- 
pital. To show the claim of the hospital on 
the city, he gave n comparison of figures. 
The total cost of the liospital was S60,- 
1P2G9, the furniahiDg costing SIO 401 08 
Coat of maintenance, 1890 91, $17,118, with 
freo pA'.ienta totalling 12,107 days at cost 
each of §1 41 per day. Maintenacca, 1891- 
92, §22,779 87 ; free patients days, 15,- 
764 ; cost per diy, SI. 4-1. Maintensinoe, 
, J'J.'i.SOl ,'."3 ; free patients, in daya 
1 ; Cost per day, ?1 7~ Average cost 
bruary, ISO;!, $1 57 ; in FebiUiiry, 
§1 20. Total number of days' stay ol 
...j^ient^ from Victoria city from open- 
of hoapital until Dec. 7, ; ISO;!, 2;{, 
0U7 daya, which at §1 4:i per patient per 
day omounta to §.■!:!, 84;.! 81. Tho li.djilitica 
for working expenses unpaid to June, 1S03, 
havo been S7, 198 (iS, whilo tho debt of the 
hospital includes .515,000 for cona'.ruclion 
and over $10,000 for furnishing. 
As to the modicol man he makes absolutely 
no differenoo between one physician and 
another, but it is not tho practico in other 
towns for all the physicians to be on tho 
visiting staff of hospitals. There ja no 
place to petforni a general operation in the 
Jubilee, but he liaa been only too happy to 
show tho cases or explain tlieir progress. 
If all the doctors of the oity were on tho 
visiting staff it wouU make it half as expan- 
sive again. It is a mistaken idea that the 
pay patients benefited the hospital They 
very littlo more than pay for themselves. 

Dr. Davio remarked that his views have 
already been pretty well given in his cjm- 
mtnication to tho Coi.oni.st. Until the last 
two years the corporation gave nothing 
towards tho maintenance of the hoapital 
and it is high timo that it should do so now. 
This 530,000 aaked for is properly duo to 
tho hospital by tho oity, for during the four 
years it haa been caring for tho city's aick 
poor it received only §4,040 in all from tho 
city. 

Aid. Munn — Do you get these poor direct 
from the city ? 

Dr. Davio explained that thoy woro aick 
destitute sent to tho hoapital on doctors' 
recomniendationa. In regard to different 
doctors having their own patients in tho 
free ward, it would not bo workable. Ho 
was willing to make hia department as 
popular with tho medical profession as pos- 
sible, and to further this ha would ask tho 
board to invito each mtdioal man in tho city 
to any particular operation that niittht coma 
up. Turning to tho report presented 
by the city's sub-committee, it 
was found fall of inacouruoies and 
they condemned themselves by their own 
evidence. For example, the sum of §96,000, 
placed as cost of tho hoepltul, is incorroct. 
It only cost $65,000. They should have got 
proper information, and had no business to
